Education is a viable,, intangible thing 
that mint, of necessity change with the times. 
In Pottstown for many years the school dis­ 
trict has been changing—but remains some­ 
what behind the times. 
Several months ago the Pottstown school 
directors authorized Dr. H. Dai» Winger, 
superintendent of schools, to seek remedies 


for this situation. 
His objective was to produce a mass of 
data that would show the way into the future 
through a program with an open end. 
It includes a big step now to catch up and 
get ahead of the game, but at the heart of the 
recommendations is the admonition that it 
must be constantly changing. 


The first big step will be taken in slow 
motion, so school authorities can analyze 
with precision each effect of its progress. 


Gear your mind to slow motion, and 


visualize the school directora lifting gingerly 
from the familiar ground of tradition. They 
are studying the plan, and they are enthused 
by it.

FACULTY, interested citizens, lay leader­ 
ship close to the schools, Ray E. Feick, 
assistant to the superintendent for instruc­ 
tion, and Joseph J, DeRenzis, director of

“ Planning for the Future’* is a 40 page 
handbook of progress which they all con­ 
tributed to.

Trouble Is: Dogs Can’t Read Law! 


You Cao. Help Firemen,! 


^ N Y day now, and most days since the 
advent of the warm, drying Spring sun, 
Pottstown and area fire com panies will be 
running around putting out grass and field 
fires. 
Suburban fire com panies especially dread 
this necessity, because m ost grass fires are 
preventable. 
They should 
not have been 
started in the first place. 
Grass and brush fires, a serious prob­ 
lem in every comm unity in the Potts* 
town area, comprise one third of all fires 
that occur. 
Pottstown residents are reminded that 
it is contrary to' the law to start field fires 
within the borough lim its. 
Also, if leaves 
or trash m ust be burned, a m etal container 
must be used to contain the fire. 
Burn this m aterial on a calm day! 
Set 
the incinerator w ell aw ay from any build­ 
ing or fence. 
Hook up the garden hose and keep it 
handy. 
Stay with the fire until it is out and 
the ashes are cool enough to touch, with 
hare hands. 
Keep children away. 
One more hint: Do not burn leaves or 
trash in the street. 
This is illegal!

Some hints for the suburbs: 
Keep grass cut: short near your home 
and any outbuildings. 
If there are vacant 
lots in the neighborhood which are over­ 
grown with grass, tall w eeds or underbrush, 
ask the owner or som eone in authority to 
have them cut down. 
If you own a field you intend to burn 
over, the best idea is to change your 
mind. 
Burning over 
a 
field destroys 
valuable humus on top of the soil, and 
the fire is very apt to get out of control. 
If you must do so, how ever, first plow 
a firebreak at least six leet wide around 
the field. 
Alert the fire departm ent before 
\ou light the fire. 
Set it to burn against rather than with 
the wind, and avoid burning when the wind 
is high. 
N ever throw a lighted m atch or butt from 
a car window. U se the car ashtray. 
And whenever you throw away m atches or 
smoking m aterials while you are out walk­ 
ing, hunting or picnicking, m ake sure they 
are dead out. 
Keep down fire losses, and stop needless 
running around by fire com panies!

CHICAGO (AP) — A young 
Chicago area Roman Catholic1 
priest, who has taken a six- 
month leave of absence to think 
things over, said Tuesday he 
hopes to leave the priesthood to 
take a wife, with the church's 
knowledge and acceptance. 
Until recently this would have 
been a pipe dream. But in Sep­ 
tember, the Synod of Bishops, 
established by the 'Vatican II 
Council, meets for the first time; 
in Rome. It could knock down 
the canonical wall that now bars 
a priest from marriage, without 
exacting certain conditions. 
The Chicago area priest, an 
assistant in a suburban parish, 
asked for anonymity in an inter­ 
view with The Associated Press. 
He said that in Ms planning, 
he is banking on “the broad dis­ 
cussion of these things by com­ 
petent people’* for a solution to 
his situation. 
“One bishop I asked said the 
general procedure in the past ¡ 
was that guys left (the church)! 
and got married and then had it 
okayed/* he said. 
“If I ever marry I’m not 
going to do it that way. I’mf 
going to wait for them to give 
me permission.’’ 
• * * 
Clerical sources confirmed 
that a letter to the Vatican from 
the bishop of a priest who has 
left the church to marry can, 
even now, result in lay Catholic 
standing for the errant priest 
Almost never can this be grant-1 
ed before the fact of the mar­ 
riage, which is what the Chica­ 
go area priest wants. 
The woman to whom he is 
attracted is a 32-year-old Catho­ 
lic widow who lives in his par­ 
ish. She has three children. He 
said she has agreed to his plan 
of marriage with the church’s 
blessing or no marriage at all. 
To marry and stay in the 
church a priest who has been 
laicized — granted the right to 
live a secular life but deprived 
of the right to say mass and ad 
minister the sacraments — 
would have to wed a woman 
eligible in the eyes of the church 
and exchange vows before an­ 
other priest. 
Before a priest could meet 
these conditions, he would have 
to be dispensed from celibacy, 
and such dispensations have 
been granted.
